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AMERICA AND THE WAR. 

Commenting on the Independence Day ob- 
gervances yesterday, Zhe Times says :— There 
are still, perhaps, those in Britain who do not 
realise all that is implied in the fact of Ameri- 
can belligerency, and who do not yet see it for 
what it is—one of the miracles of the ‘war, 


and its crowning merey. On iis negative side, . 


American intervention has put a stop to all the 
bickerings over the blockade, and the censorship 
of mails, and the black list, and of eur whole 
commercial use of sea-power, that eb one time 
threatened a serious estrangement beiween the 
British and American democracies. Six months 
ago there were developments of American 
policy that. placed great, and would in time 
have placed greater, obstacles in the way of 
Allied loans in the United States; and there 
were some not less ominous economic signs that 
foreshadowed an increasing difficulty in obtain- 
ing American raw material, foodstuffs, and 
supplies. All these clouds have been swept 
from the esky. But the positive effecis of 


America’s entrance into the war have been, and | 


will progressively continue to be, of even 
greater moment. It has stamped the justice of 
the Allied cause with the authority of the most 
powerful of the neutrals, and with the prestige 
of the acknowledged leader of the Western 


hemisphere.

SHIPOWNERS’ PROFITS. 

Naturally, says Zhe Zimes, the debate in the 
House of Commons on shipping profils was Cis- 
cussed yesterday by shipowners, who, in view 
of the attitude of the Chancellor of the FEx- 
chequer, are not quite certdin what réle they 
occupy. It was suggested that the speech of the 
Chancellor relieving them of blame has ab- 
solved them of need of answering any charge. 
In some quarters yesterday the suggestion was 
made that the most effective reply of ship- 
owners to the Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
the House of Commons would have been to have 
admitted that extremely large profits had been 
earned, but that, as a rule, the money was 
being held for reinvestment in shipping. There 
is no doubt that great discredit has been 
brought upon the shipping industry by tho 
distribution of excessive profits by way of divi- 
dend or return of capital, and that there is a 
real danger that, in the indignation which 
quite naturally has been aroused, the impera- 
tive necessity of providing for the rebuilding 
of the Mercantile Marine in the national in- 
teresis may be obscured.

After dropping the bombs the enemy 
squadron turned shawards without attempting 
to penetrate inland.

NO PROPORTIONAL 
REPRESENTATION. 

MR. ASQUITH AND THE 
SOUTHERN UNIONISTS.

GERMAN BARBARITY. 


Escaped civilians from France and Belgium 
bring conclusive evidence that the Germans are 
treating civilians with greater barbarity than 
ever, says tha Rotterdam correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph. Six hundred men, residents 
of Mons, recently ordered to assemble for de- 
portation, were treated as military prisoners, 
sent to Douai, and then forced to work on, 
trenches behind the front. Many of these 
slaves are suffering from internal disease as a 
result of the bad food conditions under which 
they have been compelled to live. In the same 
district. a large number of Flemings have been 
driven to perform military tasks. Divided into 


the trenches, among other places, at Beaumont, 
Flersen, and Escrebieux. They are within 
range of the Allies’ gun fire, and several have 
already been killed.
